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REPORT 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


Introduction 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Report  of  this  Board  deals  with  opera¬ 
tions  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1st  April,  1943,  to  31st  March,  1944. 

Included  with  the  Report,  the  customary  Financial  Statements 
and  Appendices  are  submitted. 

Federal  Restrictions  Regarding  Purchases  of 
Spirits,  Wine  and  Beer 

The  restrictions  imposed  by  the  Federal  Government  by  Order 
in  Council  on  the  16th  December,  1942,  whereby  the  quantities  of 
all  Liquors  available  to  the  Board  were  reduced  by  percentages  in¬ 
dicated  in  the  Nineteenth  Report,  remained  in  effect  throughout  the 
Fiscal  Year,  with  the  exception  that  on  the  13th  March,  1944,  the 
order  respecting  beer  was  withdrawn.  However,  this  relief  in  the 
beer  situation  came  too  late  in  the  Fiscal  Year  to  be  reflected  in  the 
operations  covered  by  this  Report. 

Furthermore,  although  from  13th  March,  when  the  order  was 
withdrawn,  the  Board  could  theoretically  order  all  the  beer  necessary 
to  supply  the  deipand,  yet  the  quantity  available  was  still  limited, 
as  the  Brewers  were  unable  to  obtain  adequate  additional  supplies 
of  malt.  The  situation  was  further  made  difficult  owing  to  shortage 
of  containers,  such  as  kegs  and  bottles,  and  inability  to  replenish 
the  supply  on  hand. 

With  no  evidence  in  sight  of  any  decrease  in  demand,  which  is 
still  abnormal,  it  is  anticipated  that  some  time  must  of  necessity 
elapse  before  conditions  return  to  normal. 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  situation  regarding  Wines 
and  Spirits — on  the  contrary,  shipments  from  Overseas  have  been 
further  restricted,  and  it  is  becoming  a  major  problem  to  replenish 
stocks  of  Scotch  whisky  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  available  supplies. 

The  demand  for  Wine  has  increased  out  of  all  proportion  to  that 
customary  prior  to  the  period  designated  as  the  “  Beverage  Year,” 
1st  November,  1941,  to  31st  October,  1942,  and  this  situation  has 
resulted  in  some  discontent  on  the  part  of  the  purchasing  public, 
but  nevertheless  it  is  one  over  which  the  Board  has  little  control. 

During  the  Calendar  Year  which  ended  on  31st  December,  1941, 
the  Board  issued  149,444  Individual  Liquor  Permits.  For  the  Year 
ending  on  31st  December,  1943,  a  total  of  400,187  Permits  was 
issued.  It  is  quite  evident  from  these  figures  that  the  quotas  built 
up  during  the  “ Beverage  Year”  by  about  150,000  Permittees  must 
now  be  spread  to  meet  the  demand  of  over  400,000  purchasers. 

Licenses 

Five  Breweries  were  granted  Licenses  to  manufacture  beer  in 
this  Province. 
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Beer  Licenses  to  the  number  of  399,  with  respect  to  Hotels,  were 
issued  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  373  were  operative  as  at 
31st  December,  but  during  the  year  23  Hotels  had  changed  hands, 
necessitating  the  issuance  of  new  Licenses.  The  greatest  number 
of  Licenses  in  operation  at  any  one  time  during  the  Year  was  376. 
The  Hotels  at  Brant  and  Parkland  were  destroyed  by  fire,  happily 
without  loss  to  any  of  the  guests.  At  Hemaruka  the  Licensee 
decided  to  discontinue  operations,  and  the  License  was  not  replaced. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  discipline  two  Licensees  by  way  of  sus¬ 
pension  of  privileges,  because  of  infractions  of  The  Liquor  Control 
Act,  but  on  the  whole  the  Hotels  have  been  well  conducted,  and  have 
continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  to  the  public. 

We  have  been  passing  through  a  period  when  conditions,  parti¬ 
cularly  regarding  the  acquisition  of  suitable  help,  have  been  difficult, 
and  it  is  has  not  always  been  physically  possible  to  provide  and 
maintain  that  high  standard  of  service  to  which  the  public  has  be¬ 
come  accustomed  during  past  years.  However,  in  spite  of  this, 
many  of  our  Hotels  have  carried  out  substantial  improvements  to 
premises  and  accommodations,  and  the  programme  will  be  extended 
as  and  when  new  materials  are  available. 

Inability  to  obtain  suitable  help  has  been  particularly  noticeable 
with  respect  to  the  operation  of  dining  rooms  and  coffee  shops.  In 
many  instances  Licensees  have  found  it  impossible  to  obtain  the 
services  of  a  cook,  regardless  of  the  wage  offered,  but  many  have 
continued  to  provide  meals  on  a  restricted  basis.  Others  have  been 
obliged  to  close  the  dining  room  temporarily.  As  the  situation  be¬ 
comes  easier,  the  Board  will  insist  that  these  services  be  re-established. 

The  Board  has  enjoyed  the  co-operation  of  the  Alberta  Hotel 
Association  in  dealing  with  matters  pertaining  to  licensed  Hotels, 
and  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  Executive 
Officers  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Industry. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  51  Clubs,  including  Golf  and  Country 
Clubs,  and  the  Board  is  pleased  to  record  that  all  such  premises 
were  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  Year. 

Canteens  operated  on  behalf  of  the  Armed  Forces  were  licensed 
at  44  locations. 

All  licensed  premises  are  visited  frequently  by  Inspectors  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  Board  for  that  purpose.  During  the  period  under 
review,  approximately  1,200  inspections  were  made. 

Details  respecting  Licenses  issued  and  suspensions  imposed  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  “A”. 


Extracts  and  Essences 

Licenses  authorizing  the  sale  of  Alcoholic  Flavouring  Extracts 
and  Essences  to  the  number  of  1,541  were  granted,  and  five  of  these 
were  subsequently  cancelled  upon  Police  recommendation. 

It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  when  sales  of  liquor  are  restricted, 
aLiquor  Addicts”  will  resort  to  various  expedients  in  order  to  aug¬ 
ment  supplies,  often  with  results  which  are  disastrous  to  themselves. 
The  use  of  Alcoholic  Flavouring  Extracts  and  Essences  for  beverage 
purposes  has  always  been  in  effect  to  a  limited  extent,  mostly  by  per¬ 
sons  who  were  debarred  from  purchasing  liquor  through  legal  channels.

During  any  period  in  which  supplies  of  liquor  are  curtailed,  the  use 
of  these  substitutes  has  materially  increased. 

There  is  a  large  legitimate  demand  for  these  products  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  intended,  i.e.,  for  flavourings  in  cooking 
and  baking,  but  unless  great  care  is  taken  in  distribution  and  sale, 
purchases  are  often  made  for  illegitimate  purposes.  This  situation 
creates  a  problem  for  Law  Enforcement  Officers,  and  in  consequence 
it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Board  to  impose  further  restrictions. 
When  satisfied  that  the  holder  of  an  Extract  License  is  not  exercising 
sufficient  care  in  the  sale  of  these  products,  the  privilege  of  sale  is 
withdrawn. 

Local  Option 

No  Local  Option  Plebiscites  were  held  during  the  Year. 

Law  Enforcement 

The  Board  extends  its  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  and 
of  City  and  Municipal  Police  Forces,  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  Liquor  Act. 

Permits 

Revenue  derived  from  the  sales  of  Permits  during  the  Calendar 
Year  ended  31st  December,  1943,  totalled  $200,996.50,  as  against 
$100,347.00  realized  during  the  preceding  Year. 

The  Board  cancelled  2,356  Permits,  and  in  addition  129  Permits 
held  by  persons  whose  names  were  placed  on  the  List  of  Interdicts 
automatically  became  void  when  the  Interdiction  Orders  were 
placed. 

A  Statement  showing  the  number  of  Permits  issued  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  “B”. 

Miscellaneous 

As  at  31st  March,  1944,  the  number  of  Interdiction  Orders  in 
force  was  716.  During  the  Fiscal  Year  187  new  Orders  were  re¬ 
ceived,  and  222  names  were  removed  from  the  List. 

Cash  and  Trade  Discounts,  totalling  $11,377.71,  were  obtained 
on  transactions  which  took  place  between  1st  April,  1943,  and  31st 
March,  1944. 

Vendors  at  Government  Liquor  Stores  made  2,840,853  individual 
sales  to  Permittees,  at  an  average  of  $4.40  in  value. 

Holders  of  Beer,  Club  and  Canteen  Licenses  made  35,265 
separate  purchases. 

Prescriptions  issued  by  Members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  in  Alberta  to  the  number  of  5,851  were  filled  at  Govern¬ 
ment  Liquor  Stores. 

Approximately  5,600,000  gallons  of  beer  were  sold,  and  of  this 
quantity  about  50,000  gallons  were  manufactured  outside  the 
Province.

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  packages  of 
Liquor  shipped  by  Express,  and  these  numbered  58,662,  at  a  cost 
for  transportation  of  $19,363.27,  as  against  30,056  packages  and 
transportation  charges  of  $10,972.10  in  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition,  5,599  packages  were  forwarded  by  mail,  at  a  cost 
to  the  Board  of  $4,015.60.  During  the  preceding  Fiscal  Year  the 
number  of  packages  of  Liquor  sent  through  the  mails  totalled  3,872 


The  above  figures  would  appear  to  indicate  a  heavy  demand  from 
Permittees  who  reside  at  points  not  at  present  served  by  the  existing 
chain  of  Government  Liquor  Stores,  and  some  readjustment  of 
these  facilities  may  be  necessary  at  a  later  date. 


The  Board  paid  to  the  Dominion  Government  $2,176,421.86  by 
way  of  Customs  and  Excise  Duty  and  Sales  Tax  on  merchandise 
cleared  from  Bond,  and  the  Alberta  Brewers  also  paid  $2,623,559.64 
for  Malt  and  Sales  Tax  on  beer  manufactured  and  sold  between  1st 
April,  1943,  and  31st  March,  1944.

Physical  inventories  of  liquors  and  containers  were  taken  at  March  31,  1944, 
by  officials  of  the  Board.  Quantities  were  certified  by  respective  warehouse  and 
store  managers.
